As all the parties are 
neighbors, and should live at peace with 
each other, the court required her to give 
bail in seventj'-five dollars for three 
months.

LOUISVILLE CITY COURT. 

HOX. E. S. CRAIG, JUDGE. 

Thursday, August 13. 

All topics are exhausted, and there is 
nothing now that is spoken of here but the 
summer sports. Cases and principles of 
law are found to be as dr3’ and uninterest- 
ing as Henry W. Beecher’s sensational 
sermons. The court, however, wags on 
with its usual business. 

Motion by attorne3’ that the judgment 
in the ordinance warrant against John 
Sweitzer. rendered last Thursda3\ lie set 
aside. The motion was entered ou the 
record. 

NelTt‘3* Holder and Kate Rowe, two of 
[ the meanest looking white women iu the 
city, were up for disorderly conduct; fined 
three dollars each and put under bonds in 
the sum of one hundred dollars for sixty 
da3’s. 

William Jones, drunkenness; the same 
order. 

William Richardson; drunkenness; the 
same order. 

George Caldwell and Samuel G. Wunh- 
wend, j r. , drunkenness and disorderly con- 
duct ; same order. 

Samuel Wunhwend, jr., assault and bat- 
ter3* ou David Xeed3'. In this case it up 
pears that the accused assaulted the offi- 
cer after he was in custody, being securely 
locked in the stationhouse cell, and on 
summoning up the evidence the court held 
that it was a questionable matter whether 
an assault could be committed by the 
party after he was in the custody of the 
State. The case was seut to the grand 
jurj-. 

Same, assault and battery on Wm. Mc- 
Ateer. It was sh^rn on examination 
that these parties were slight^' intoxicat- 
ed and that the father of Wunhwend was 
endeavoring to take him home, when the3* 
were arrested. At the arrest of his son 
Mr. Wunhwend tried to induce the officer 
to allow him to take his boy home, but 
was refused. This caused some ill-feeling 
in the 3'oung men, and when they were put 
in the stationhouse cell on Twelfth street, 
they became nois3' and turbulent. 

This was disagreeable to the keeper and 
police, and a consultation was held by 
them, in which it was determined to quiet 
the boys by turning the water from the 
li3'drant on them. The keeper fixed the 
hose and screwed it on the water-cock, 
turned ou the water, and the noz- 

zle was turned toward them. The 
noise increased with the sound of 
rushiug water, and in return for 
the bath, these bo3's hurled curses loud 
and deep upon the police. After a 
thorough drenching, McAteer was stand- 
ing before the liars with his pipe and noz- 
zle, when 3'oung Wunhwend punched him 
over the eye with a piece of board that he 
had torn from the seat of the cell. This 
was the assault for which he was being 
prosecuted, and the counsel, after jadvert- 
mg to the decision of his Honor about an 
assault made by one in custod3*, denounced 
the drenching with water, or assaulting 
the boy while thus imprisoned, as an out- 
rage that ought to be rebuked sternly by 
the bench.

Fall Trade In Drj Good*. 

From the New York Post. 

“Railroads are annihilating distances, 
the telegraph annihilates time, and the re- 
mote Western or Southern merchant no 
longer must hurry to the seacoast in June 
to lay in his fall aud winter stock. A 
great change has also come over the busi- 
ness customs of Southern States since the 
war. Ten or twelve 3*ears ago it made 
hardly any difference to the Southern mer- 
chant whether the planters had a good, 
bad or indifferent crop, so far as la3'ing in 
goods was concerned. His stock must be 
bought, and if the planter had no cotton 
he had credit, with either the merchants 
or his own commission agent, while the 
Southern merchant also had credit here, 
and used it, too. 

“All this has since changed. Credit is 
no longer the sole life of the Southern 
trade, and it is therefore natural tjiat the 
merchat should require an assured pros- 
pect of sales, sucti as he can onl3* find in 
good crops, before he makes large pur- 
chases. Western merchants are also, in 
the same way, more anxious of late to cut 
the garment according to the cloth; hence 
the tall trade is necessarily retarded until 
more is known of the prospect of the 
crops. 

“Thus far our information goes to show 
that the Southern States will, as a who'e, 
be prosperous, not only in raising a good 
crop, but in getting very full prices for 
their produce. The Western farmers now 
have every reason to expect a bountiful 
harvest and fair prices, particular^- if the3' 
are not misled, as they were last 3'ear, into 
hoarding produce for a higher market. 

An Imlian El«i llon. 

The Mic Mac tribe of Indians, of Prince 
Edward’s Island, met a few da3's ago to 
make a chief. About three hundred were 
present, and Louis Sark, thc chief in pow- 
er, made a speech, saying hard things 
against the white people and the influ- 
ences and innovations on the property' 
and prerogatives of the tribe. When he 
bad closed, Alick Thomas got up and 
said: 

“Mic Macs and Chief — It grieves my 
heart to speak, but the good of m3' people 
tells me to speak. The Mic Macs were 
once strong, now they are weak; the white 
man comes with his rum, and Imlian 
drinks and dies. Our chief should not 
drink. You all know he drinks too much, 
and not fit to be chief of Mic Mac In- 
dians, and unless we have a good sober 
chief, we will all die. Long time ago, any 
bud king, people put him uwa3‘ and take 
another. I vote that Peter Benard be 
chief.’’ 

Several other Indians spoke in favor of 
Peter Benard, and on a show of hands, 1 
Peter Benard was declared elected. Louis I 
Sark, the deposed chief, then said: 

Mic Macs — For one hundred 3'ears 
my famil3' have been chief, and have 
watched over 3-011, ready to go with 3011 
to fight and bring 3 0U back safe to your 
wigwams. You this du3 - have got a new 
chief — you will be sorr3* for this and soon 
the crows will mock poor Imlian. Your 
squaws that now laugh will cry — 3'our 
guns 110 more shoot, and Indian all die — 
none left to bur3' the last. 1 hope not so. 
but am afraid; but let new chief tr3* for 
one year, see what he will do.”

That officer at oqce sent 
word to the detectives of this cit3’, and on 
Friday both Sprague and the woman were 
arrested, and yesterday afternoon they 
took their departure for Ogdensburgh.

D. P. Hopkins vs. Orplia Hopkins — 
Proceedings for divorce. — The parties to 
this suit would appear by the bill to have 
married on the 29 th day of August, 1865 .

The husband says that, in August, 1867 , 
she struck him in the mouth with her fist 
and knocked out two of his teeth, and 
that, upon another occasion, she beat him 
so as to blacken his eyes and bruise his 
head, winding up the round by casting a 
flat-iron at him.

A CELEBRATED CANE. 

The Knit of Frank Ee*lie for Divorce 
Decided by Judire llrudy- lie i* Re- 
quired to Fay his ’Wife Fifty Dollars 
Fer Week Alimony Indefinitely.

The famous case of Mr. Frank Leslie, 
the publisher, versus Sarah Ann Leslie, 
his wife, for divorce, commenced nearl}- 
two years ago, has at last practicallj- 
reached a termination. The decision of 
Judge Brady, yesterday, was in the second 
suit brought by Mr. Leslie to relieve him- 
self of the payment of costs and allow- 
ances incurred in the first. Mr. and Mrs. 
Leslie were married in England. About 
eleven years ago he separated from her 
and did not live with her up to the time of 
the commencement of the suit. In the 
original suit for divorce the decision was 
adverse to Mr. Leslie, and he was re- 
quired to pay his wife an allowance of fif- 
ty dollars per week. Mr. Leslie ap- 
pealed from this decision to the Gen- 
eral Term, and, after an elaborate argu- 
ment, a decision was rendered confirming 
the order appealed from b3* a majority of 
the court. On that occasion two elabo- 
rate decisions were written by Judges 
Brady and Barrett, exhausting all the law 
on the subject, and both remarkable for 
legal learning, unanswerable argument 
and the spirit of equit3* pervading them. 
Subsequent to this decision, the plaintiff 
sought to discontinue the action without 
the allowances vrevionsly made by the 
court in conformity with well-settled pre- 
cedents; and, after hearing an argument 
thereon, Judge Brad>* has rendered a de- 
cision denying the right of the plaintiff 
to discontinue without the payment of the 
allowance legitimately incurred, conse- 
quent on the commencement of the ac- 
tion, the amount being fixed to correspond 
with the income of the plaintiff, which 
was shown on the proceedings to amount 
to SlOO.OOtL 

“Iinproprietle*” of Official Life.

A ver3* improper occurrence, which took 
place in the Treasury Building last even- 
ing, resulted this morning in the dismissal 
of a married man and a single woman, 
both employes in that department. It 
would seem that the services of Hannah 
Tj'ler are again needed in this building. 

Only last week, a lad3* whose husband 
is a clerk in one of the bureaus of the 
Treasury, accused her lord of running af- 
ter a strange goddess in the shape of a 
lovely employe of the same bureau, and 
when confronted by his superior officer, 
he confessed the fact, but pleaded in ex- 
tenuation that ever3’ time he went to his 
home he found his wife in familiar inti- 
macy with a certain ex-official of high so- 
cial standing. 

The female emplo3*e was dismissed, and 
only a few days ago, a clerk in the same 
bureau was dismissed for refusing to sup- 
port his unlawful offspring, that the 
mother had been compelled to send to the 
poorhouse. 

Whsli aab; Will Do. 

Washington Correspondence N. Y. Herald. 

I learn to-night from Richmond that 
General Canby said to-day that he had uo 
idea when he will issue his proclamation 
declaring the result of the election, and 
that all the talk about Virginia matters in 
the papers was unauthorized. When asked 
if he still adhered to his interpetation of 
the reconstruction acts with regard to 
their requirement of the test oath of mem- 
bers elect to the General Assembly of the 
State, he replied that he did, and that the 
President and all prominent parties at 
Washington with whom he had consulted 
fully sustained him in his interpretation 
of the law. He said further, that the At- 
torney General had given no opinion in 
the matter. The impression is gaining 
ground that the Legislature will not as- 
semble till Congress meets, aud that it will 
be left to the latter body to solve the ques- 
tion.

Thus Allen has lost two battles at St.

H*> has been treated cavalierly and 
unfairly, and a disgrace has been thrown 
upon the ring in this neighborhood from 
which it will never recover. Hefcas shown 
nothing bnt gameness and fair play on his 
side, and deserves better treatment. 

That he will not fight here again is very 
certain; but he has tha satisfaction of 
knowing that the general community — 
those, too, who detest the ring and its at- 
tendants of outlawry and crime — sympa- 
thize with him and admire his straightfor- 
ward, mauly bearing. 

The return was characterized by but few 
incidents worthy of mention. .There were 
three or four-fight3 by- way of variety, and 
much argument over the decision of the 
referee. At Carondelet Allen walked 
nimbly off the stage plank, ran like a deer 
up the bank, and took a carriage, which 
was in waiting, for St. Louis. Outside of 
the gash under his left eye, which he 
claims was done by the chib thrown into 
the ring, he showed scarcely any signs of 
punishment. 

Gallagher showed signs of a harsh drub- 
bing: yet but one expression of opinion 
prevailed — that he showed unexampled 
gameness, fought well and desperately, but 
could not win. 

Thus ended one of the gamest and hard- 
est fought battles ever witnessed in the 
West; and it is to be deplored that it could 
not have ended with more satisfaction to 
th<» lovers of fair play. 

Last night the saloons of Carroll. Me- 
Coole, Gallagher and Allen were crowded 
with people, and the only subject of con- 
versation was the mill. The opinion gen- 
erally expressed was that Gallagher was 
fairly defeated, and ought to give up the 
stakes. Quite a number of respectable 
cifzens who witnessed the fight, declare 
positively that Kelley threw up the 
sponge. How the referee failed to see the 
symbol of defeat tossed in the air, is a 
mystery to many, and a subject of indig- 
nant comment by not a few. 

One pugilist at Carroll’s declared that 
he had witnessed as many noted fights as 
any man in -tips country, and he had never 
before heard of a dispute about the result 
of a battle after the sponge had been 
thrown up — it is equivalent to the precipi- 
tate retreat of an army without the order 
of the commander-in-chief. 

Many expressed the opinion that it was 
useless for Allen to expect fair play in 
this city; that the national prejudice 
against his countrymen will not adimit of 
the possibility of an Englishman getting 
the better of an Irishman in a pugilistic 
encounter. This, we think, is a mistake, 
because Allen was backed principally- qy 
Irishmen, and the decision of the referee, 
in the face of a palpable fact, is not gen- 
erally indorsed. 

Allen. on his return, made a short call 
at the Ivy Green, and was loudly cheered 
and honored as a victor. His injuries are 
said to be slight, although his face U bad- 
lj- cut up in two or three places. 

Gallagher went home aud retired early 
to lied. His injuries are mustly on the 
breast and body. His friends claim that 
Allen was whipped, and that Charley was 
good for a dozen rounds at least when 
Allen left the ring. It is agreed on all 
sides that he made a gallant tight, and is 
one of the best men in America. 

It is evident that the unsatisfactory re- 
sult of this fight has added to the gloom 
previouslj* cast upon prize fighting by the 
rowdyism at the mill between McCoole 
and Allen. Many men are disgusted, and 
declare they never want to see another 
prize fight. The “rules of the ring’’ cer- 
tainly require amendment, and there 
should be an American code, independent 
of the London rules.

KEYENCE FRAUDS. 

Washington, August 18. — The Commit 
tioLer of Internal Revenue is making etren- 
uoue e Aorta to break up the numerous frauds 
practiced upon the department throughout 
the country, and for that purpose Is giving 
special instructions to Supervisors. A large 
number of important seizures may be expect- 
ed before the middle of September, as the 
erideuce is now in hand against several large 
establishment* in various parts of the coun- 
try. The transfer of Supervisors, Gangers 
and Storekeepers from one section to another 
is going on rapidly, much to the disgust of a 
number of these individuals, who have here- 
tofore had a nice thing of it. 

THE TEST OATH OPINION. 

Well-informed jwrtiee here are confident 
that Attorney General Hoar will sustain Can- 
by’e construction of the law in regard to the 
test oath in his forthcoming opinion, and de- 
cide that it most be administered to the mem- 
bers of the Virginia Legislature. Boutwell 
and C res we 11 will sustain Hoar, but Fish, 
Robeson, and Rawlins will oppose him, hold- 
ing that the act of Congiess does not require 
the test oath of the Virginia legislators. Cox 
is regarded as uncertain, though many claim 
that he will coincide with Fish and Rawlins.

Hoar has not yet prepared any opiniou. which 
acconnts for the delay in definite Cabinet ac- 
tion relative to this most Important subject.

CUBA. 

Encouraging Accounts from Rebel 

Sources — 1 he Slaves Demand Their 

Freedom — They Fight Nobly Again 

— Skirmishing— Couscripts Deserting 

Ete., Etc. 

Washington, Aug. 18. — Letters from Cuba 
to the 9th, give encouraging accounts of 
the hopes and situation of the revolutionary- 
forces. 

The recent conscription ordered here by 
DeRodas at the command of the volunteer 
Ayunt’amcnto at Havana, it is said, has had 
the effect of largely increasing their forces. 
The order gives great satisfaction to tne 
Cuban leader's, who report themselves' pre- 
pared for active field operations. 

A feeling of discontent and insubordina- 
tion among slaves is reported to be increas- 
ing, and they are now beyond control. They 
demand their freedom, and exact from the 
8pani-h government as declared by Ces pedes. 
The government having denied this, they are 
organizing and armmg themselves for the 
purpose of joining the Cuban army. 

Several contests have tak -n place betw een 
the negroes aod Spanish troops. The negroes 
successfully defended themselves even against 
superior forces. 

Gen. Qucsada has had several skirmishes 
with a portion of the forces of Lesca, and re- 
ports that bis forces have been successful and 
have taken a number of prisoners who arc 



held as prisoners of war, and that desertions 
and volun ary enlistments from the enemy- 
have greatly increased his force. In a week 
or ten days be expects to take possession of 
Nuevitas'and have control of fortified towns 
on the coast. 

Gen. Jordan’s army is being gradually re- 
inforced by Cubans conscripted, whose sym- 
pathies are with Un-lr countrymen. The Span- 
ish force in his district are inactive, and he is 
confident that everything is working right for 
Cuban independence, and iu a short time his 
recruits will be organized and made effective, 
and tiie few positions held by Valmaseda in 
his department will fall into his hands. Both 
the Generals commanding, and the President 
of the Republic of Cuba express the most pos- 
itive belief that the revolution will be suc- 
cessful. if not by force of arms by force of 
circumstances. 

Havana, August 18. — Captaia Marcos re- 
cently attacked, near Jaguay Grande, a force 
of rebels three hundred strong, who came 
from the jurisdiction of Cienfuegos. After a 
short fight the rebels were dispersed, with a 
loss of ten killed. 

A detachment of troops accompanying a 
train of provisions along the south coast to 
Ciego Avilla. was attacked on the road by in- 
surgents and compelled to fall back, suffering 
some loss but saving the train. Reinforce- 
ments arriving, the troops again advanced, 
attacked the insurgents, and succeeded in 
reaching Ciego with their convoy. 

HAYTI. 

Siege of Aux C'ayea— Capture of Jac- 

mel— A Drifting Ship and Dead 

Crew. 

New York, August 18.— The steamship 
Citt of Port-iU-Princc brings dates from Port- 
au-Frmce to the 7th lost., and Cape Hayden 
to the 9th of August. Sainave was 6till en- 
camped before Aux Cayes, and had the place 
completely surrounded. Its surrender was 
daily expected. 

Jacmel bad been taken by 8alnavc’s troops 
without resistance. 

Tbe steamers Quaker City and Florida, both 
firing the Havtien rebel flag, forced the Port- 
au-Prince away to Gonaues, to whicb port she 
was bound thev refused all communication 
with the shore, not even allowing her to take 
off the American Consul. 

The City of Pc rt-au Prince towed to this 
point the schooner Marv Jane, bound from 
§t. Domingo to Boston, which she fell in with 
on the 15th iott., with her helm lashed and 
drifting about. Her Captain and two of her 
crew bad died of yellow fever, and the re- 
mainder of the crew', two men, were in a dy- 
ing condition, and were nnable to throw over- 
board tne bodies of their comrades, whicb 
were found on deck in a state of putrefaction.
